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E think it may be said that nothing is more dis- 

turbing to the industrial prosperity of the country 

than a General Election except a general strike, 

and there was a particularly unfortunate feature in 

the late General Election in that domestic questions 

such as unemployment and road-making, involving the in- 
dustrial position of the country, suddenly became converted 
into political questions. In his Budget statement the late 
C hancellor of the Exchequer made an announcement that has 
received little attention when he declared that, in addition 
to the increase made in connection with the Local Government 
Act to the percentage grants for the maintenance of roads and 
bridges from 50 to 60 per cent. in the case of Class I roads, 
and from 33} to 50 per cent. in the case of Class II roads, a 
corresponding increase was to be made in the percentage 
grants for road improvement and new construction, and the 
normal road grants for these purposes will be 60 per cent. of 
the approved cost of Class I roads and 50 per cent. in the 
case of approved schemes for all roads and bridges other 
than Class I, and that an additional grant of 15 per cent. 
psc be given in respect of all schemes on which not less 
an 50 per cent. of the men employed are drawn from de- 
siege areas if engaged through the Employment Exchanges. 
is additional allocation, it was stated, brought the total 
— out of the Road Fund this year to £23,000,000,

Since the War we have grown accustomed to consider a 
million pounds as a unit, regardless of the fact that owing to 
the depreciation in currency the purchasing power of a million 
pounds is reduced, and the question arises whether an annual 
expenditure of sixty millions on roads and bridges is not a 
sufficient sum, or whether it should be increased, and on this 
point there is a diversity of opinion. At times like the present 
when there are signs that trade is reviving and there is some 
stir in the stagnant basic industries, it is obvious that great 
care should be exercised in expenditure on other than pro- 
ductive objects, and large unproductive expenditure or 
borrowing may well check that tender plant upon which the 
prosperity of the nation depends—our foreign trade. 

It has become a commonplace to say that the expenditure 
On our roads will be reproductive without in any way attempt- 
ing to prove the case, and the matter is one very difficult of 
proof. In the first place, the character of the traffic has to 
be considered : is it a kind of traffic that serves industry or 
mere pleasure ? It cannot be denied that during the summer 
months pleasure appears to predominate, and the roads 
somewhat resemble that idle stream of traffic that used to be 
seen on the Thames during fine weather—pleasure cars 
streaming past in endless succession, other cars “ tied up at 
the banks ”’ for luncheon parties, and so on, and if this kind 
of traffic alone is regarded it is clear that expenditure on the 
roads is not only non-productive but that it is expenditure 


which only encourages a non-productive trade and a waste. 


of time by pleasure seekers. But here, again, another 
element has to be considered (as some reasonable pleasure 
traffic, of course, has to be provided for and even encouraged) 
and that is the necessary amount of road accommodation to 
allow of reasonable pleasure traffic without interference with 
the actually necessary and productive heavy traffic. 

A writer in the Times of March 14th gave an interesting 
account of how in the United States the earning capacity of 
roads was calculated. In the first place it was stated that it 
Was an accepted principle that no highway should be con- 
structed at a cost in excess of its earning capacity, and the 
basis of computation was the saving in cost to the users of the 
roads, and the letter contained figures showing how this com- 
putation was made. This is the only attempt we have ever

seen to compute in actual figures the earning capacity of roads, 
but it also showed that the dividend went to the users of the 
roads and not to the State. 

These figures appear to us highly suggestive, as they seem 
to show that in so far as the traffic is in itself of a reproductive 
character, accommodation provided even at the national 
expense is reproductive, but that this ceases to be the case 
when the traffic is purely pleasure traffic and unproductive, 
and that if this latter kind of traffic alone is the cause of 
increased expenditure on the roads, that form of traffic must 
be taxed to return to the State the increased expenditure 
attributed to it. 

There is another point in connection with the construction 
of vast trunk roads, for if the system is unnecessarily extended, 
every such road occupies a considerable number of acres per 
mile and takes land from productive use, as agricultural 
land, to an unproductive use unless the road is actually rendered 
necessary for productive purposes. The panacea of site value 
has no place in the case of agricultural districts in any case, 
even if it can apply anywhere, for trunk roads lend no value 
to agricultural land. The creation of a vast system of roads 
uncalled for for industrial purposes also places a continuous 
burden on the State apart from the initial capital cost, for 
the roads involve an annual expenditure on upkeep for all 
time and increase the local and national burdens. 

Lastly, even if the labour of the unemployed can be applied 
to the construction of roads atall, it can only be used upon the 
roughest portion of the work and is unsuited even then to 
many of the unemployed and useless in bridge construction 
and other portions of the necessary work. It is also no 
cheaper than other labour, for it is always an uneconomic form 
of labour, and even if the saving in unemployment relief be 
considered it is doubtful if any saving would result in money 
terms, as it is not the kind of work which would be of 
advantage to many of the unemployed in fitting them for any 
calling, but quite the reverse, and we very much doubt with 
the additional difficulties of removing and housing unemployed 
labour if many authorities will be able even to apply for the 
extra 15 per cent. allowance held out by the late Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. 

The Local Government Act contains many very useful 
provisions as to the roads, and its operation will be watched 
with interest. Of late years the importance of expenditure on 
roads and the development of trunk roads has been fully 
recognised, but it appears to us that a rush programme is to 
be avoided and the policy of festina lente should not be over- 
looked. What is really required at the present time is a co- 
ordination of transport which will lead to the best use being 
made of our railway and road facilities without an unfortunate 
rivalry and competition. We have already had experience of 
the inadvisability of sinking too much capital in one form of 
transport, such as tramways, as though that particular form 
of transport would represent the final development. The 
railways themselves to some extent form another example, 
for as regards passenger traffic they are now becoming super- 
seded and it is a significant fact that even those undertakings 
are seeing the possibilities of new traffic in the air as they are 
already promoting Bills for powers in the air. The present 
rush on the roads by pleasure seekers may in itself but prove 
transient, as was the case in the early days of the bicycle. 

At the time the above observations were written many 
schemes were in the air, including one involving an expenditure 
of some £145,000,000 in two years, but the statement made 
in the House of Commons by Mr. J. H. Thomas (Lord Privy 
Seal) on the 3rd inst. appears reassuring as showing that the 
present Government are alive to the economic necessities of 
the case, and only propose a comparatively moderate addi- 
tional expenditure on, the roads spread over five or six years. 
We shall revert to that statement when fuller details of the 
schemes outlined in it are available. Apparently the Road 
Fund is looked to to provide the funds. 








NOTES 


WE are glad to call attention 
to the important letter which 
Sir A. Brumwell Thomas 
wrote to the Times last 
week, part of which we give 
on p. 51, following as it does the recent 
correspondence in our columns based on 
the speech of the Marquess of London- 
derry at the Architecture Club dinner last 
May. We do not know whether Sir 
Brumweill Thomas writes on behalf of the 
R.1.B.A., but if he does not, we hope the 
Institute will support his claim that the 
policy of the Office of Works as indicated 
by the Marquess of Londonderry is of 
sufficient importance to justify the In- 
stitute in raising the question with His 
Majesty’s Government, praying that the 
circumstances may be investigated by 
an independent Government inquiry. 
There can be no doubt that the Institute, 
as the representative body of architects 
in this country and the Dominions, will 
receive the full support of the pro- 
fession in any such proposals, especially 
as the issue is not one between members 
of the R.I.B.A. in private practice 
and those in official positions, but is one, 
as Sir Brumwell Thomas says, “ of serious 
public interest in its bearing on the 
free development of the art of architec- 
ture.” Our own opinions on the matter 
have been so recently expressed that we 
need do no more at this juncture than 
support the very reasonable proposal for 
the appointment of a Government inquiry.

School of #eology, the exhibition at 
Egyptian University College, Gower- 
Arch- street, of the finds made by 
wology. Professor Flinders Petrie and 
his students at Beth-pelet, Palestine, 
should be of absorbing interest. The 
exhibits are varied in character and 
include an interesting collection (Ex- 
hibit 10) of flint implements, such as 
flint adzes, scrapers, etc. Apparently 
flint continued in use until iron became 
common and cheap enough for peasants 
to work with, although sickles made of 
wood, with some flints inserted, have 
long been known in Egypt. Dating from 
the Twelfth Dynasty, bronze seems to 
have been too valuable for farm use, at 
least in the poor towns bordering the 
desert. The pottery is a strong section 
of the exhibition and some pots and jars 
from the ‘graves of Philistine lords 
(Central Table 8) are remarkable for 
the beauty and simplicity of their form ; 
some still retain in perfection the painted 
decoration. Our modern potters appear 
to be striving to throw pots and exhibit 
them as new in forms which have been 
made as far back as 1240 po. The 
articles at the University College are 
too numerous to enumerate in detail, but 
it is interesting to read from the catalogue 
that the search in Palestine for Egyptian 
history has been rewarded this year by 
more success than during twenty years 
past in Egypt. The exhibition is open 
daily from 10 to 5 up to July 27, and 
evenings of the 19th and 20th, 6.30 
to 8.30.

About 5 per 
cent. red-brown colouring matter has been 
added to the surface concrete. When 
dry, the surface is brushed, slightlyyex- 
posing the gravel aggregate, and the 
result is a road of very pleasing texture, 
non-skidding, of good wearing properties 
and of a very pleasant pastel shade, 
restful to the eyes. A visit to this estate 
will be included in the proceedings of the 
Eastbourne Conference of the R.I.B.A.’s 
South Eastern Society—which is, being 
held to-day (Friday) and Saturday—and 
architects should find it of interest.

Proposed Restoration of the Subsidy. 

According to a report in the Daily Express 
of Mr. Ramsay MacDonald's recent visit to 
Durham, we learn that Mr. MacDonald 
announced in his speech that the Government 
will shortly introduce a Bill to restore the 
subsidy under the Wheatley (1924) Housing 
Act. 


Proposed New Cathedral, Liverpool. 

We learn that on Friday last Sir Edwin 
Lutyens, R.A., was appointed architect for 
the new Roman Catholic Metropolitan Cathe 
dral at Liverpool. The executive committee 
of the Cathedral Fund, under the presidency 
of Archbishop Downey, who made the ap- 
pointment, also decided that a competition 
should be arranged amung the students of 
the Liverpool School of Architecture, for the 
position of assistant architect and con. 
tinuator. The building fund for the proposed 
cathedral, which is to be erected as a memo- 
rial to the late Archbishop Whiteside, now 
amounts to approximately £180,000.

The Kelvin Medal, 1929. 

The Kelvin Medal Award Committee, after 
consideration of representations received fromm 
leading engineering bodies in all parts of the 
world, have awarded the Kelvin Medal for 
'929 to Monsieur André Blondel (France). 
The Kelvin Medal is awarded as a mark of 
distinction in engineering work and investi- 
gation of the kinds with which Lord Kelvin 
was especially identified. Monsieur André 
Blondel, as enginecr of the Ponts et Chaussées 
since 1889, and for many years the chief en- 
gineer of the lighthouse services, is distin- 
guished by his work on signalling apparatas, 
both optical and electrical, and particularly 
for his investigations in connection with elec- 
trical measuring-apparatus and photometry. 
in 1913 he became Membre de |’ Academie des 
Sciences, and in 1923 was appointed In- 
specteur Général des Ponts et Chaussées. 
He is regarded by French electrical engineers 
as their most distinguished member, and is 
also an honorary member of both the British 
and American Institutions of Electrical En- 
gineers. This is the fourth triennial award 
of the Medal, which has in previous years 
een given to Dr. C. Unwin, F.R.S 
(Great Britain), Professor Elihu Thomson, 
D.Sc. (U.S.A.), and the Hon. Sir Charles A. 
Parsons, O.M. (Great Britain).

Items of Street Work in Bills of Quantities. 

The attention of the Council has been 
called by the Architects’ and Builders’ Con- 
sultation Board to the increasing practice of 
architects and surveyors of including in bills 
of quantities items of street work such as 
paving, flagging, and the connections of 
sewers and drains, a class of work which 
can only be done by the local authorities 
themselves. As tenders for such work can- 
not be secured from local authorities, con- 
tractors in submitting their tenders can only 
include an estimate of the cost of such 
items based upon their previous experience, 
and the amount so assessed is frequently 
found to be insufficient to meet the local 
authority’s charges when the account is re- 
ceived. The Council therefore recommend 
that the proper method of dealing with such 
items in the quantities is to include them as 
provisional sums.

The Preservation of Ancient Buildings. 

Sin,—Sir Frank Baines’s speech to the 
annual meeting of the Society for the Pro- 
tection of Ancient Buildings, as reported in 
the Zimes and referred to in the two last 
issues of your journal, was a remarkable one 
to have been delivered by a practising archi- 
tect. Mr. Woollcombe-Boyce puts the problem 
in nutshell in his letter on Sir Frank’s 
speech. The example he quotes, the Choir 
at Gloucester, is an excellent one and cer- 
tainly shows the weakness of the 8.P.A.B.’s 
attitude towards this question. That a prac- 
tising architect could wholly endorse the 
principles held by the S.P.A.B. seems incon- 
ceivable. If Sir Frank were asked to add a 
transept or choir to a medieval church which 
required extra seating accommodation we 
must assume that he would refuse the com- 
mission or if he carried out the work he 
would make the additions in brick or cast 
stone of no design, without detail or en- 
richments of any kind. Sir Frank stated in 
his opening remarks that the attitude of the 
Soci-ty “* failed to meet popular and unin- 
structed opinion.” ‘‘ Uninstructed opinion”’ 
does not usually bother about such ques- 
tions, and if it did, should —— be 
ignored. That the S.P.A.B. should publicly 
proclaim that everyone who disagrees with it 
is wrong seems rather an “ uninstructed”’ 
attitude to take up. 

Allow me space to quote one example 
which I think even better than the Choir at 
Gloucester. At West Walton Church in 
Norfolk (or the border of Cambridgeshire) 

ich was most efficiently restored by Mr. 

im Weir, late chief architect to the 
§.P.\.B., we find all periods from Norman 
work to churchwarden, and one of its 
greatest charms is this variety of styles 
with a certain unity of scale which pre- 
serves the harmony of the whole. If the 
early English builders had held the prin- 
ciples of the 8.P.A.B. what would have 
happened? We should have had none of 
the glories of the middle and late periods 
in England. , 

Admittedly a ruin or show place which no 
longer plays an active part in the —- 
or social life of the community should be 
preserved in its medimval purity, but where 
the living history of a building has been 
continuous and unbroken, there is no prece- 
dent in past ages for refusing to make it 
convenient and suitable for the continuance 

ts purpose. That Westminster Abbey 
do without a Sacristy when such a 
Sacristy is urgently required for the proper 
carrying out of the Abbey’s functions as a 
living church is absurd and would never 
have been entertained by any former gene- 
ration. 

The great traditions of Gothic art have 
never been dead, in spite of much that has 
been written to the contrary, but if the prin- 
ciples of the S.P.A.B. ever come to be 
universally accepted we shall find ourselves 
in a curious position. Architecture is cer- 
tainly alive and is becoming more so every 
day

Srr.—Under the heading ‘‘ Recurring De- 
fects—Their Cause, Prevention and Cure,” 
in your issue of July 5, Mr. J. R. Taylor 
makes some pointed remarks upon unsatis- 
factory specifications. That there is founda- 
tion for these criticisms must be admitted, 
but the subject is not being neglected. It 
may interest your readers to known that 
some months ago the Practice Standing Com- 
mittee of the R.I.B.A. summoned a confer- 
ence to discuss the matter, and a series of 
meetings took place which were attended by 
representatives of the R.I.B.A., the Sur- 
veyors’ Institution, and the Institute of 
Buillers. The first report of the conference 
(together with an outline specimen based on 
group classification) may be found in the 
R.I.B.A. Journal for June 15, 1929. This 


report is not concerned with descriptions of 
materials or any similar point, the purpose 
being a systematic method or standard basis 
for use when trade classification is departed 
from. 

The conference is now considering improve- 
ments in preliminary clauses and in descrip- 
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tions of materials, among other aims being 
that of eliminating the indiscriminate use of 
the word ‘‘ best.” Too much emphasis 
cannot be laid upon the fact that due care 
in drafting a specification will be amply 
repaid during the building operations by the 
absence of queries and disputes. ‘The 
methods of years ago do not satisfy modern 
demands.

OFFICIAL ARCHITECTURE 


Sir,—lssues of very great moment to archi- 
tectyre are raised by Lord Londonderry’s 
recent statement on the relationship which 
should exist between the State and archiiec- 
ture, and a letter appearing in the 
Times points out the injury to the 
prospects of architecture of such a point of 
view. The general principle laid down by 
Lord Londonderry that the design of the 
whole of the State buildings throughout the 
country should be entirely withdrawn from 
the general practice of architecture and trans- 
ferred to the Office of Works appears to be 
a most undesirable further extension of 
bureaucratic control, and one which architects 
conzerned with the freedom of their profes- 
sion will never endorse. The suggestion of 
the writer that the issues are of such magni- 
tude as to justify the Royal Institute m 
raising the question with His Majesty's 
Government, asking that the circumstances 
may be investigated and reported on, is one 
which should receive hearty support from 
the profession. For, with all respect for the 
Office of Works and the measure of good work 
done through it, to create for itself a monopoly 
of design in this way is to disenfranchise the 
independent architect and to deny his equal 
claims as a citizen to give service to the State 
Chis is not only inst the interests of archi- 
tecture and perilous to its freedom, but 
— the best interests of the public as 
well. 

The letter of Sir Reginald Blomfield, ap- 
pearing in the 7'imes, endorses the objections 
offered by Sir Brumwell Thomas to this ex- 
tension of bureaucratic control, and he goes 
on to point out the ‘“ paralysing effect on 
architecture that must — from official 
routine,’’ though at the same time, as a mem- 
ber of the Royal Fine Arts Commission, 
Sir Reginald would appear to have endorsed 
their recently issued report on the Abbey 
Sacristy, in which report it is requested that. 
Mr. Tapper’s design shall be submitted to 
them for approval. Is not this the same 
‘* paralysing effect ’’ seen in action, the same 
bureaucratic control under another guise, of 
which Sir Reginald is a part himself? I am 
not concerned here to discuss the claims of 
Mr. Tapper as an architect; the issue is 
really much wider and more important. But 
is there so much difference in the point of 
view—whether official architecture is put 
under the control of the Office of Works or 
the Fine Arts Commission? Is not this the 
very ‘paralysing effect’? to which Sir 
Reginald refers, and which he is himself pro- 
moting? Surely both are mistaken in ex- 
ceeding powers which, usefully employed, can 
be so helpful, withont imperilling the freedom 
of architecture. The fact is, that having 
suffered from abuses in the past, we are 3eek- 
ing now to remedy them by creating new 
ones. The statement is reported of a certain 
Archbishop, that he would rather see England 
free than England sober, and it is the freedom 
of architectnre that is raised ir such an 
urgent way by these assaults on its liberty. 
The whole issue is much complicated by 
the want of clear thinking which leads us 
to wish to have things beth ways, and 
enables Sir Reginald to protest so strongly 
against bureaucratic control in one way, 
while endorsing it in another. Ists. 


The letter referred to above is by Sir A. 
Brumwell Thomas, F.R.I.B.A., who writes as 
follows :— ; . 

“Lord Londonderry occupies a very dis- 
tinguished position in public affairs, and we 


may assume that the general principles laid 
down in his ang do fairly represent the 
view of the Office of Works over which the 
First Commissioner presides, including the 
extremely important general principle that 
the design of the whole of the State build- 
ings throughout this country should be en- 
tirely withdrawn from the general practice 
of architecture and be transferred to the 
Office of Works. 

“I think there is room for another point 
of view. It may be said without doubt that 
the growth of official architecture in this 
country has reached a stage at which it 
needs consideration, not as an issue between 
members of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects in private practice and those in 
official positions, but as a matter of serious 
public interest in its bearing on the free de- 
velopment of the art of architecture. It is 
possible to go further, and say that the 
transfer of the design of public buildings to 
official departments is a matter of very 
serious concern to those best able to judge 
throughout the whole Empire. 

“The Office of Works is an important 
official department, and its function the 
maintenance and repair of existing Govern- 
ment buildings. Its growth since the War 
and the enormous extent of the present acti- 
vities of the Department have only recently 
been made public. With further information 
from the Oversea Dominions, the United 
States, and the principal countries of 
Europe, it will be possible to speak with 
greater certainty ; but, so far as is known at 
present, there is no official department with 
such powers and carrying out such a pro- 
gramme of work anywhere else in the world. 

‘““The considered policy of the Office of 
Works has been made clear by the recent 
speech ‘and still more clear by the recent 
action of the First Commissioner in charge 
of the Department. It is a policy of suffi- 
cient magnitude to justify the Royal Insti- 
tute, as the representative body of the archi- 
tects in this country and of the allied socie- 
ties in the Dominions of the Empire, in 
raising the question with his Majesty’s 
Government, praying that the circumstances 
may be investigated by an independent 
Government Commission such as that which 
reported on the proposed destruction of 
Waterloo Bridge. In the past the Royal 
Institute has brought its great influence to 
bear on public opinion for the preservation 
of the great monuments of past architecture 
and in preserving the English countryside, 
and the importance of those issues connected 
with the past is not gates than that of the 
design of public buildings in this country 
now and in the future. 

“The building programme of the Office of 
Works for the present year is officially stated 
to include altogether nearly 400 public build- 
ings—Law Courts, administrative offices, 
laboratories, museums, an extension of the 
National Portrait Gallery, 56 new employ- 
ment exchanges, 300 post offices and tele- 
phone exchanges, the ton State Institu- 
tion, costing nearly 000, a training 
centre for the Air Ministry, and 14 new 
diplomatic and consular buildings abroad, in- 
cluding a large Embassy scheme at Tokyo. 

“Tt is claimed by the Office of Works 
that under an sfficial department there is a 
saving to the State. This claim needs con- 
firmation, and its independent investigation 
should form part of the inquiry; but whether 
it is found in the end that.there is, or is 
not, some slight saving in the percentage of 
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cost in the matter of fees, nevertheless there 
is very grave doubt as to whether an official 
department must not in the long run be 
detrimental to the best interests of archi- 
tecture, an art which is more likely to 
flourish in the freer atmosphere and under 
the more direct competitive stimulus of 
private practice than in large departments, 
where administrative work and administra- 
tive ability must receive first consideration 
and routine courses are likely to become 
established.”’ 


Commenting on this subject in a letter 
to the Times, Sir Reginald Blomfield

writes :—“‘ I must point out with all respect 
to the very capable architects of the Office 
of Works that it cannot be contended for 
one moment that the best architectural 
ability of the country is confined within its 
walls, and the suggestion appears to be an 
attempt on the part of that Office to create 
for itself a monopoly of design, which is bad 
for architecture, unfair to architects, who 
have to make their living like other people, 
and not in the best interest of the public. 
The inordinate appetite of bureaucracies is 
a standing menace in the modern State, 
which should be closely watched and firmly 
resisted.’

THe new sacristy site having been finally 
decided upon by the Dean of Westminster, 
the Very Rev. Denke Norris, D.D., in con- 
sequence of the favourable report which he 
received from the Royal Fine Art Commis- 
sion on the relative merits of the available 
situations, it will be interesting as well as 
timely to publish the accompanying historic 
drawing of the front of the north transept 
bearing the cctenee of Sir Christopher 
Wren. It is certainly a document of the 
highest authority with the signature of 
Bishop Thomas Sprat, Dean of Westminster 
from 1683 to 1713. The endorsement added 
after his death by Wren, ‘‘1 do aprove of 


this design, May 20, 1719,” shows that the 


scheme so delineated must have been under 
consideration for some six or seven years. 
In all likelihood, then as now, objections 
were raised by critics whose arguments were 
as diverse as they were conflicting. William 
Morice, the High Bailiff of Westminster, in 
1713, gave his official support to the project 
by placing his name alongside that of Dean 
Sprat with two other signatories. Mic Evans 
and Har Barker, who remain unidentified. 
William Dickenson, at that date Surveyor 
of the Abbey Church, presumably made this

me by my friend the late Sidney W. Lee, 
F.R.1.B.A., a member of the Council of the 
Royal Architectural Museum at Westminster, 
where I served as hon. secretary for more 
than a quarter of a century.

drawing. Wren was then very advanced in 
years, having been born in 1632, and Dicken- 
son had served as his assistant some while. 
The right-hand side of this elevation shows 
the then existing front, and the proposed 
new work seen on the left-hand half is 
represented by the flap fastened on to the 
edge of the sheet and set out in profile so 
as to permit the undisturbed part of the 
facade being seen at a glance. Thus we 
have recorded the actual facade of the north 
transept before Wren started this restora- 
tion, and showing also the changes which 
were then forthwith carried out. Wren 


died in 1723, aged 91, and William 
Dickenson continued and finished the altera- 
tions as here represented.’ The _ present 


facade was commenced by Sir Gilbert Scott 
in Dean Stanley’s time and the continuation 
of the upper part was undertaken by John 
L. Pearson in 1884. 

On both occasions the anti-restorationists 
did their utmost to prevent these renova- 
tions. About 175 years after Wren’s scheme 
was put in hand, this drawing was lent to 


Lethaby in reclaiming it for the Abbey 
library. Fortunately, | ne some two or 
three years ago, through the influence of Mr. 
Laurence F, Tanner, the assistant keeper of 
the Abbey muniments, the grandson of my 
old friend Lee before mentioned, Mr. F. G. 
Roe was induced to present this historic 
treasure with some other drawings to the 
Dean and Chapter of Westminster, who now 
have it in safe keeping. 

Several sites have been advocated for the 
new sacristy, but seemingly by general con- 
sent two positions were ultimately left for 
choice. The Dean and Chapter throughout 
the controversy have been consistent in their 
preference for the east side of the north 
transept as now determined on. The Society 
of Antiquaries, as officially reported, advo- 
cated the site against the west side, where 
the medimval sacristy was erected about 
A.D. 1250 in compliance with the orders of 
King Henry III. Its foundations were un- 
earthed by Sir Gilbert Scott (as shown by 
the accompanying sketch plan). It stood 
where the old houses are shown to be existing 
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by Wren’s drawing. The face of that his 
toric sacristy was approximately flush wit) 
the north transept front and extended wes; 
ward about 100 ft., occupying fiv: bays 
out of the nine spacing buttresses up to the 
west tower. The Sub-Commission on Wei. 
minster Abbey, in their report recently issueq 
strongly objected, however, to the new 
sacristy being located on the west of the trap. 
sept because ‘* such a scheme could not byt 
seriously affect the lighting of the nave. |; 
would entirely change the aspect of the 
Abbey where the design is one unbrokep 
front. This is the view of the Abbey 
familiar for generations to the people who 
pass by continually.” 

Some years ago precisely the same reasons 
prevented the adoption of the scheme de 
signed by the late John L. Pearson whep 
architect to the Dean and Chapter, propos. 
ing to provide a cloister for monuments, 4 
sort of campo santo for the nation. The 
sketch shows the frontage line of that 
intended structure corresponding with 
the footings of the old sacristy, also with the 
north face of the transept and to be built 
westward as far as the west tower. 

The accuracy of Dickenson’s drawing here. 
with reproduced I have tested hy comparing 
it with the view of the same facade as en. 
graved by G. Collins in 1689, and likewise 
have confirmed its reliability by the evi- 
dence of a somewhat earlier view called 
“North Prospect of the Conventual 
Church,”’ and reproduced by W. J. Loftie, 
F.S.A. That perspective shows the project- 
ing ‘‘Solomon’s Porch’’ erected in the reign 
of Richard I, a Galilee in front of the tran. 
septal portal in the centre as its frontispiece. 
Fourdrinier’s engraving of Wren’s design, 
representing the west tower and the pro. 
posed rebuilding of the central spire, equally 
well illustrates Wren’s same reliable rendering 
of the north transept, and shows clearly the 
big crowning pinnacle on the gable apex 
which Professor Lethaby suggests may have 
been added by Wren because an old hase 
possibly was found to exist. Pearson, any- 
way, did not repeat that feature which in 
= drawing looks out of proportion and 
scale, 

































Nicholas Hawksmoor began, and John 
James completed, the western towers in 
1739, and J. T. Micklethwaite, when sur. 





veyor to the Dean and Chapter, restored 
them as they now appear. He inserted new 
masonry precisely in the same way that 
other architects found necessary, although he 
somewhat severely criticised them for doing 
restoration work in that way. 

Hawksmoor is said to have restored por- 
tions of the north chapels near by the site 
on which Mr. Walter Tapper, A.R.A., will 
erect the new sacristy, and it is hoped the 
7 best architectural addition to the Abbey 
will be realised without dwarfing the struc- 
ture too much in deference to those who 
would prevent its being built in any shape or 
form. It is a matter of much congratula- 
tion that so little restoration has happened 
inside the Abbey, but being a_ national 
church of world-wide fame it must be made 
fit for modern needs and adequate for his- 
toric services, also thanksgivings. Scott, 
who was appointed architect to the Dean 
and Chapter in 1849, rebuilt the Chapter 
House most cleverly, he also rearranged the 
Sanctuary, and erected the pulpits. No evi- 
dence appears to justify the statement of Dr. 
Frederick G. Lee, the erudite ecclesiologist, 
who in his “Glossary” tells us that 4 
sacristy once existed behind the choir st 
Westminster. Among the twenty-one medie- 
val English cathedrals, only five possess 4 
proper sacristy, viz., York Minster, Durham, 
Chichester, ristol, and Lichfield. Else 
where disused chapels mostly serve 4 
additional vestries to meet the requirements 
nowadays of big lay choirs, sometimes aug: 
mented by bands. The growing use of vest 
ments by the clergy, too, has to be provided 
for. In old times they vested mostly before 
the altar, hence the reason that most parish 
churches then had no vestries.

DEFENCE OF TRADITION 


By ‘“‘ PROGRESS.’”’ 


Il.—WHAT IS TRADITION ? 


HAVING attempted, successfully or other- 
wise, to show that the spirit of our times 
ean be expressed only in the narrowest 
sense if our traditions are ignored, the next 
and obvious step in our argument must be 
to make clear what we are to understand 
by the word “ tradition” as used in this 
connection. The dictionaries do not help 
us much, and the correct or pedantic 
meanings do not matter a jot, if language 
is to remain our servant, not our master. 
All that is needful is that we should be 
speaking and thinking of the same thing. 

It may be well, therefore, to put down, 
though with some reserve, the nearest defi- 
nition we can find to express what we mean 
by the word when we say that it is the 
thing lacking in ‘“‘ modernist”’ design, and 
the thing that must be applied to modern 
design to make it fully expressive of the 
twentieth century. Such a definition might 
be worded somewhat as follows :— 

“Tradition is the accumulated experience 
of ages, handed down from one to the 
other.” 

Now, experience is a thing valued by all 
but the inexperienced. The young man is 
apt to scoff at it as a burden and a 
lundrance. To the middle-aged it is the 
sure and faithful ally of judgment and 
action. Old men who have lost the power 
for action and, perhaps, the need for judg- 
ment, cherish it as a precious legacy. 
We, who believe our civilisation to have 
airived at some measure of maturity, must 
cultivate the middle-aged regard for experi- 
ence. And as the accumulated experience 
of ages is something so much more prolific 
and important than that of the individual, 
our definition at once suggests that tradition 
is a force which cannot be lightly discarded. 

There is something characteristic about 
tradition, whether applied to architecture 
or to manners. It is that this accumulated 
experience has a way of handing on the 
signs of practice when the apparent need 
for a particular practice seems to have 
passed. And an equally salient character- 
istic is that as soon as the signs are ignored, 
the need for the practice often reappears. 

One has only to reflect upon the difference 
between the monarchy to-day and that ten 
centuries ago to see how a tradition has 
maintained long after the need for personal 
leadership of a people in battle had passed ; 
and then to imagine how the sense of leader- 
ship in a nation becomes lost, or at least 
loses stability, when a monarchy is abolished. 
Or in more homely vein, we may think of 
the apparently empty forms of chivalry 
which we retain in our relations with 
women, though the forms were designed to 
prolect them from peril, and a peril that 
seems now passed. Yet we feel instinctively 
that the position of women would be less 
secure to-day if we were to ignore all the 
outward forms of chivalry. 

It is not unfair to say that the 
“ modernist ” school has ignored both these 
characteristics of tradition in its anxiety 
to show how’ utterly unlike our ancestors 
we are. It is somewhat typical of the out- 
look of the young man, who imagines that 
each new experience that comes to him is 
a new experience for humanity. After all, 
almost all our reliable knowledge of build- 
ing has been handed down to us from the 
past. The few reliable building materials 
we know—reliable in the sense that we 
could predict with confidence that a monu- 
ment built of them would last for many 
centuries—are those which have been tested 
by the experience of time rather than by 
the experiment of modern science. We do 
wonderful things with steelwork and rein- 
forced concrete, but we really know 
very little about them, and few men would 
bs bold enough to say that structures that 
have been built of such materials will 
remain as long in service as a Gothic 
cathedral. And even constructing with 





these materials we use the same principles 
of post and beam and arch. 

If there is so much coming down to us of 
past experience, surely it is only natural 
that our art forms should retain some sign 
of blood relationship? People talk about 
the futility of using the Classic Orders now 
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that we have found a quicker way of raising 
a roof. They refer to them as the last show 
of green on a hollow trunk. It is so 
superficially easy to sweep things aside like 
this when they conflict with an assumed 
logic. Yet we find life teeming with similar 
anomalies, and ourselves in trouble when we 
attempt to dispense with them. 

The Classic Orders are not the beginning 
and end of tradition as it affects us, but they 
present a typical example of something 
loose thinking can overlook. They are the 
product of great civilisations of the West, 
and they have been in continual evidence 
my all the centuries during which cul- 
ture has thrived at its highest. During the 
ages in which that culture suffered a 
temporary eclipse, and among people who 


were not ripe to practise that culture, the 
Classic Orders have fallen into disuse, only 
to reappear in times when their perfection 
to be appreciated afresh.

through the declining years of the Renais- 
sance, and the artlessness of the Victorian 

riod in this country, the tradition of 

assic architecture was never entirely lost, 
weakened and abused though it became. 
People are apt to talk as if the Gothic 
Revival killed Classicism dead. This was 
never the case, though it sapped much of its 
waning vitality. 

It is rather a serious matter to attempt 
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to cut this persistent sign of a live tradition 


out of our habits of design, hat are we 
ready to put in its place if we do so? The 
Order, in its origin, was the refinement of 
a certain structural composition, developed 
to a logical conclusion of perfection, There 
remains something very final about it, which’ 
we hardly dare tamper with, unless with the 
greatest reverence. So it was that the 
Romans as well as the Renaissance masters 
used it, and so it was that the simple country 
builder of Georgian days delighted to intro- 
duce this same composition wherever he 
sought to express dignity, whether in a whole 
facade or just in the front doorway of the 
dwelling of a self-respecting citizen. So it is 
that this same composition finds its way into 
the most intelligible of our modern buildings 
of importance. So it is that even in some pro- 
fessedly modernist work one becomes con- 
scious of a sub-division of parts that sug- 
gest the column, the entablature, and the 
podium. 

We should do well to admit this as an 
obvious fact, and trouble ourselves less about 
whether our columns are doing the same 
jobs that were done by the columns of the 
Parthenon. No doubt we are capable of 
designing a Parthenon, standing on one leg. 
It would require some ingenuity and skill, 
but it would certainly be neither beautiful 
nor clever. Yet if there were a fool to do 
it, there would be a thousand fools to 
profess admiration for it. 

We need not cultivate that dread of 
copyism which is another fetish of the 
modernists. People who talk about copyism 
should serve another apprenticeship at the 
drawing board. They would know then how 
almost impossible it is to repeat an example 
of building without introducing elements 
that are essentially of the problem of the 
moment. ‘The Renaissance in this country 
abounds with examples modelled on a proto- 
type, yet possessed with a character of their 
own, and there is no need to go even so near 
to copying as that when using the Classic 
language of architecture. 

Surely that delightful church of Holy 
Trinity in Kingsway would not alarm the 
most ardent anti-copyist. Yet it is only a 
reverent variation of the Classic motif, per- 
fectly fresh and individual, yet ranging with 
a persistent tradition. These and similar 
examples of sane progressiveness should pro- 
vide common ground for the most advanced 
school, whose energy and enthusiasm we 
sorely need, and the most reactionary, whose 
stability we should be glad to borrow. 

And one other word about the Classic 
tradition, before we turn to other aspects 
of the question. Have we, in these days of 
revived trabeated practice, learned all we 
can from the Classic proportions of 
columnar architecture? Observation would 
lead us to suppose that we have not. The 
finality of Classic proportions was no sign 
of the limit of structural ability, but of 
aesthetic harmony. They were the means that 
satisfied the senses between the extremes of 
inconsistent disposal of members. We 
need not suppose that we are released from 
the satisfaction of those proportions be 
cause we can do extreme things with the 
materials at our disposal. That sense of 
perfect fitness in monumental repose, which 
the Classic Order gives us, 1s an eternal 
feeling which no amount of mechanical 
ingenuity can disperse—that is, until irre- 
verence practised for long enough has takep 
the edge off our senses. 

We can dispense now with our definition, 
and say that tradition is a factor in archi- 
tectural design, without which a great part 
of our individuality would be lost. With 
it we stand upon a eure foundation, and can 
declare our origin with the same pride 
which a man takes in his family and race; 
for the man who cannot feel pride in his 
origin can hardly look to the future with 
any real sense of confidence: he can hardly 
feel that he is a part of one glorious system 
of the universe.

New Warehouse, Renflield-street, Glasgow. 

The view which we give on one of our 
supplementary plates shows the architect's 
drawing of the new building which is to be 
erected in Renfield-street on the site of the 
old City of Glasgow Life Assurance Company, 
for Messrs. Jas. Woodhouse & Son, a firm 
of house furnishers, who have similar estab- 
lishments throughout’ the kingdom and also 
in Canada. The building is eignt stories in 
height, including basement, having a floor 
area of approximately 50,000 square feet, and 
will be occupied entirely by the firm. The 
exterior is built of stonework from Heworth 
Burn Quarries, near Newcastle, the colour 
being a light l-grey tone. The shop 
windows and railings are of bronze, and the 
window casements are of steel. The floors 
throughout the building are laid with oak, 
while the walls of the main saloon are plaster 
panelled the full height. The internal fit- 
tings, as well as the divisional partitions of 
the officials’ offices, are being executed in 
French waluut.

Vintry House, E.C. 

This block of office premises has been 
erected by the Worshipful Company of Vint- 
ners in further development of their freehold 
property in the vicinity of their Livery Hall 
in Upper Thames-street. The building 
stands upon the north or City bank of the 
river at the bridge head on the west side of 
Southwark Bridge, with the main entrance 
from Queen-street-place and a secondary en- 
trance at the north end of the west wing from 
Upper Thames-street. For many years 
Messrs. Tate’s sugar warehouse had stood 
u = pan of the _ of the new building, 
which was previously occupied by the en 
of the Vintaers’ Hall. . a 

The building has a frontage to the river 
of about 140 ft., and returns northward alon 
the west side of the Vintners’ private — 
way leading to Upper Thames-street. The 
position of the principal entrance from Queen- 
street-place was restricted by old agreements

with the City Corporation, and its height was 
necessarily limited in order not to interfere 
with the light of Thames House adjoining. 
There are ten floors and a basement, and the 
building rises to a height of 92 ft. from the 
top of the embankment to the cornice, an 
excess of the statutory height for which 
sanction was obtained from the London 
County Council. 

The general principle in the internal lay 
out is a central communicating corridor be- 
tween two staircases placed at the extreme 
end of each wing, and the floors are left as 
large open spaces to be divided into offices 
t suit the requirements of tenants. There 
is a total of some 70,000 ft. of letting space. 
The general lavatories for both sexes are 
grouped against the staircases on the upper 
floors, and there are private lavatories on 
every floor. Over the whole length of the 
corridors between the two staircases is a 
ventilating duct, which also serves as a pipe 
run, and from which easy access is obtain- 
able for repairs and alterations to all service 
a. Further, to ensure ease of control and 
acilitate repair, rising mains in connection 
with all services have been grouped against 
the ventilating area, and in the same en- 
closure are all electric meters, fuse boards, 
etc. ‘ 
The intention of the motif dominating the 
elevations was in the main to express natur- 
ally the steel construction. The bottom story 
from the embankment to the ground floor is 
broadly treated in granite with large square

piers. Above the level of the granite cornice 
the building is faced with Portland stone. 
The lower story has a series of semi-circular 
arched openings with bronze windows, sur- 
mounted by a string course, from which 
spring the main stone piers which run up 
deongh five stories terminating at a very 
deep cornice treatment running through the 
whole of one story. This upper story is 
broken by large curved ribs carried up imme- 
diately over and also centrally between the 
piers. These ribs support a large stone 
shelf. Above this level rises a Mansard roof 
of statutory pitch, in which are two stories. 


No attempt has been made to incorporate 
the design of the entrance with the main 
building, and it has been treated as an inde 
pendent unit. The wide entrance doors are 
flanked by bronze columns and surmounted 
by a heavy semi-circular canopy, beneath 
which the collaboration of the sculptor has 
been enlisted. The sculptured panel is a 
bacchante figure with trailing, vines, and is 
the work of Mr. H. W. Palliser. The 
general intention, apart from the obvious 
necessity of providing the greatest possible 
area of letting space, has been to take the 
reatest advantage of the uninterrupted light 
oo across the river in order to give to the 
offices that degree of natural lighting rarely 
to be found in the City.

The exhibition of students’ drawings and 
designs now on view at the Architectural 
Association was noticed in our last issue. We 
illustrate three examples of work this week. 


Homes of Rest, Graffham. 

The site of this building is on high ground 
facing due south, and the land f gently 
away from the building down to the valley, 
with the South Downs on the o ite side 
of the valley. Local Sussex bricks were 
used entirely for the building, with Doultin 
stone to the porch and terrace. The externa 
woodwork is of English oak, with metal case- 
ments and leaded lights. The roof is covered 
with hand-made sand-faced local red tiles of 
varied colour. The two rainwater heads on 
either side of the entrance porch are of cast 
lead, one bearing Lord Woolavington’s crest 
and the other his cypher. The building is 
divided into three homes, each containing a 
large kitchen, small scullery, two bedrooms, 
larder, etc. These are for the occupation of 
employees on the estate, who are too old for 
further work. The builder was Mr. C. J. 
Hurst, of River, Tillington, near Petworth, 
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and the architect was Mr. Leonard Martin, 
F.R.I.B.A. The drawing from which our 
reproduction is made is now on exhibition at 
the Royal Academy. 


A Liner Café. 

This is one of the public rooms on the new 
20,000 tons Orient liner, ‘‘ Orontes.”” The 
café covers a large area, and has a lofty 
central well. The architecture generally 
follows the style of the English Renaissance. 
The colour scheme, apart from its novelty of 
treatment, brings out the refinement of the 
architecture, and a gay note is struck by the 
decorations in blue and gold on a white back: 

ound. The centre portion has oblong win- 

ws, decorated wi bronze grilles; and 
mirrors are placed centrally at both the fore 
and aft ends of the saloon. Mr. A. N. 
Prentice, F.R.I.B.A., the architect, is respon- 
sible for this design, together with the other 
public rooms on the vessel. The ‘ Orontes ” 
is the latest addition to the Orient Line’s 
new fleet of 20,000-tons vessels, and it may 
be mentioned that Mr. Prentice was respon- 
sible for the designing and superintendence 
of the carrying out of the public rooms on 
the “‘ Orama,”’ “‘ Otranto ’’ and the “‘Orford.’’ 
The contractors for the work were Messrs. 
H. H. Martyn and Co., Ltd., of Sunningend 
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Works, Cheltenham. The drawing from 
which our reproduction is made is now on 
exhibition at the Royal Academy. 

Barclays Bank, Tolworth. 

This new bank building is situated at the 
corner of Ewell-road and Ditton-road, Tol- 
worth, in the shopping centre of a rapidly 
developing district for residential property. 
Considers le care has been given to provid- 
ing a building which shall be in keeping with 
the surroundings. The building is feeod with 
Dorking multi-coloured bricks, with Portland 
stone dressings, and the roof is covered with 
hand-made tiles. 

The general contractors are Messrs. Ide 
and Son, of Kingston-on-Thames, who also 
carried out the internal bank fittings, which 
are in polished mahogany. The principal sub- 
contractors are :—United Stone Firms, be 
stone; Dorman, Long and Co., steelwork; 
Limmer and Trinidad Lake Asphalt Co,, 
asphalt; Diespeker and Co., mosaic; John 
Hall and Sons, glass; Ide and Son (the 
builders), heating; Yannedis and Co., letter- 
ing and fittings; Surbiton Electricity Supply 
Co., electric lighting.

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THE PARIS SALON AND THE ARTISTES 
DECORATEURS 


Tus year’s ‘‘ Salon" at the Grand Palais 
in Paris leaves one with the impression of a 
dull exhibition. One longs, sometimes, to 
see the eminent painters who belong to the 
Sociéié des Artistes F’'rangais forsaking their 
favourite subject and doing something 
exciting and perhaps original. This year 
portraits and nudes predominate; no doubt 

nting, like the other arts, is sufiering from 
the redistribution of wealth which took place 
as one of the consequences of the war, and 
we shall have to wait until patrons have taste 
as well as cash for better stuff. 

In the central hall, devoted to sculpture, 
there are quite a number of charming works, 
but few of these have any architectural 
character, and one feels that most British 
sculptors do not need to fear comparison with 
current French work. We seem to have a 
more definitely architectural quality in the 
best modern British work, which is probably 
a healthy sign, indicating a mutaal apprecia- 
tion of each other’s work by architects and 
sculptors. 

In the architectural room the space is 
divided between the big plans of ideal lay- 
outs of the Ecole type, restorations of antique 
buildings, and water-colours, many of the 
latter quite attractive examples of holiday 
sketches. It is not pele er that much of 
the more important work is not illustrated, 
because France has not adopted our system of 
employing a “‘specialist’’ to prepare a 
perspective drawing of a building which has 
just sufficient resemblance to the finished 
work to make it recognisable, in spite of lurid 
spots of colour and a skilful evasion of details. 
The French architect still seems to do his 
own drawings, mostly as ‘‘ rendered ”’ eleva- 
tions, sections and plans, and when he is 
busy with the actual work of design or con- 
struction he naturally has little time for these 
elaborate drawings for exhibition purposes. 
This may be to the good in some respects, 
as the public taste is not perverted by fanciful 
versions of a serious art. On the other hand, 
it must be admitted that such an exhibitior, 
though interesting to the expert, is a dull 
affair to the man in the street, who wants to 
see what the buildings will look like. 

But when one passes the turnstile into tne 
adjoining galleries, where the Artistes Déco- 
rateurs are holding their nineteenth annual 
exhibition, things are more vital and purpose- 
ful. There is still much that is a mere 
attempt at the unusual or a self-conscious 
effort at originality, but many of the exhibits 
are both beautiful and the earnest expression 
of artistic consciousness. This is especially 
the case in some of the smaller things, suc 
as pottery, china, glass and carpets, etc. It 
is especially interesting to note that in nearly 
all cases the exhibits, both mm the furnishing 
and decoration of complete rooms, or in the 
smaller objects mentioned above, are carried 
out by ordinary commercial firms-—such «4s 
the Printemps, Louvre, Bon Marché, etc.— 
to mention only a few of those best known to 
English visitors. This seems to show two 
things : firstly, that there is a public demand 
for work which has some thought behind it 
and is the expression of the artist’s emotions 
and personality; and secondly, that the 
French firms are more sympathetic to the 
ideas of their designers than is the case in 
England. 

It seems difficult to understand why British 
firms are so reluctant to experiment with new 
ideas : one has heard from many architects 
that in the matter of decorative glass alone 
they have . . . after many attempts to get 
a British product had to go to France. Metal 
work, in which the English craftsman was 
once so much ahead of any other country, 1s 
another instance where the new ideas of 
Brandt, Bagués and others have no counter- 
part in England. : 

The schemes for the complete furnishing 
and fitting of the model rooms are the ex- 


hibits which chiefly interest the archi- 
tect. Here it seems evident that there 
is a field for collaboration between the 
architect and the decorative expert; there 
is evidently an increasing tendency to have 
fittings built-in which even includes, in one 
or two cases, beds with which are combined 
chests of drawers, in a recess with panel 
hghting in the soffit The beds themselves 
are all low and wide, and of rather awkward 
design in some cases. There is one which, 
in leu of legs, is supported by three thick 
sheets of plate glass placed vertically under 
the central axis. 

Dressing tables are ingenious; one example 
has a large circular mirror of bevelled plate 
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A_PRESSING TABLE 





with a nest of circular box-like receptacles 
fixed to a vertical pivot on one side, so that, 
when closed, the whole forms an upright 
cylinder; on the other side are two or three 
triangular trays, also fixed on a vertical 
pivot, and in the centre below the mirror is 
a low table top. 

Chairs and tables are still heavy and awk- 
ward in design, though one must except the 
admirably designed garden furniture by M. 
Sognot, of the Atelier Primavera. This con- 
sists of a continuous framework of bent metal 
tubing with a nickel-plated finish. There are 
also some all-metal folding chairs which lock

bright, clean and serviceable, and with the 
brightly coloured tea-sets and table-cloths 
the whole scheme looks cheerful and attrac- 
tive. 

Lighting is getting less freakish, and one 
noticed some table lam in metal with 
tubular ground-glass shades which appeared 
practical and effective. There is a growing 
tendency to place lightiag in sunk panels in 
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soffits of recesses, particularly in bedroom 
planning. 

The exhibition as a whole is quite instruc- 
tive, and if (as one eminent authority on the 
history of French architecture holds) a change 
in style is preceded by a change in the type 
of the interior decoration and furniture, these 
exhibilions should be carefully studied by 
every architect. 


LIVERPOOL. UNIVER-

ANNUAL EXHIBITION. 

Tue annual exhibition of work by students 
of the Liverpool University School of Archi- 
tecture was opened on Wednesday; July 3, 
by Sir Banister Fletcher, P.R.I.B.A. 

Archbishop Downey,  welcomin; Sir 
Banister, said that, in his hope to build a 
great Catholic Cathedral, he had received, 
and would continue to receive, great help and 
encouragement from Professor Reilly, to whom 
he had turned for guidance. When they did 
start to build, he hoped the work would yo 
on in intimate relationship with the Liver- 
pool School of Architecture, and that when 
they needed a local architect, a man on the 
spot, a helpmate and continuator for what- 
ever came from the brain of the great de- 
signer, the choice would be made among the 
trained men of the school so ably carried on 
by Professur Reilly. 

{It has since Sen announced that the 
building will be designed by Sir Edwin 
Lutyens, R.A.] 

Sir Banister Fletcher, in opening the ex- 
hibition, said he was surprised at the excel- 
lence of the work displayed, though he had 
long known that the Liverpool School of 
Architecture was, if not the first, in the first 
rank of all the schools. He urged the 
students always to be thorough, for they 
would generally have to build something they 
had not intended to, and adapt themselves to 
circumstances. The greatest and most diffi- 
cult thing of all was to get work. Clients 
were elusive, but would often try a youn 
architect with a small piece of Mo tape 
young people often thought of small things 
as not being worth ing trouble over. 
Again, they must be absolutely practical, 
and let their builder see that they knew as 
much—well, very nearly as much—as he did. 

A vote of thanks to Sir Banister was pro- 
posed by Professor Reilly and seconded by 
Professor Lionel Budden.

THE BUILDER. 


SCHOOL OF ARTS AND 


CRAFTS. 


Tue annual prize-giving of the School of 
Arts and Crafts, Hammersmith, took place 
on June 24. Mr. Emery Walker, F.5.A., 
was in the chair, and amongst those present 
were Messrs. C. A. Hindley, F.1.B.D., 
President of the Incarporated Institute of 
British Decorators, C. Dakins, H. B. 
Dowling, R..C. Smith, Miss May Morris, 
and the Principal, Mr. John Williams. 

The Principal read a report on the year’s 
progress. He said that 563 students en- 
rolled throughout the session, as against 552 
the preceding year, and that 8,000 more 
student hours were worked. The junior art 
department was intended for boys and girls 
from 14-17 years, who attended for full time 
day courses in preparation for commercial art 
occupations; the senior day school carried 
as eubjects drawing, painting, design, 
modelling, sculpture, embroidery and craft 
work. Part time and evening classes were 
also very popular. The plastering class had 
been very successful during the session, and 
six students had been awarded prizes by 
the London Joint Education Committee of 
the Plastering Industry, for excellence of 
work. Some development had been achieved 
by the introduction of solid and plain 
plastering, which had not previously been 
carried on in the school. In house painting, 
decorating and signwriting, numbers had 
been well maintained. ose co-operation 
with the trade etill existed, and nine out 
of the ten students entered for the National 
Competition of the Painters’ and Decorators 
Joint Education Committee for England and 
Wales obtained certificates. _ 

The architecture and building construc- 
tion classes had been well attended by 
students connected with the trade requiring 
a knowledge of these subjects, and good 
results had been obtained. 

The prizes were then distributed by Mr. 
Hindley, who said that he had been parti- 
cularly struck by the great part taken in 
all their work by the use of colour, and he 
commended to every student the study of 
that most fascinating subject. Many people 
had thought that a good eye for colour was 
a natural quality with which some were 
endowed from early years, and which was 
more or less absent from others. However 
that might be, there was no doubt that the 
immutable laws of colour might be learned, 
and however brilliantly any individual might 
be endowed, his work would be improved 
and rendered more easy by the systematic 
study of those laws. Much had been done 
by great decorators and by great painters 
of pictures without their having consciously 
studied these laws. But their work would 
have been easier and their experiments or 
discarded efforts far less frequent and ex- 
hausting, if they had had those advantages 
of early training in the systematic use of 
colour that was provided in schools of art 
such as that at Hammersmith. : 

It was_to be remembered that in putting 
colours together there were defipite reactions 
of one colour upon another. The various 
colours used in a picture or in a pattern 
might look very different, when put together, 
from what they were when seen apart or 
under other conditions. The decorator was 
concerned with colours as they would ap- 
pear when in the places assigned to them, 
rather than with what they were when seen 
elsewhere. 

As one great branch of colour study he 
had been much interested in noticing the 
elaborate attention given at the school to 
heraldry. To many it was an abstruse sub- 
ject, involving the use of strange words, 
curious symbolism, unnatural forms, and 
unusual ideas, but it was a subject that 
well repaid the student, particularly if it were 
taken up from its source rather than from 
its modern manifestations. Heraldry had 
its rise when people began to travel upon 
military expeditions through foreign coun- 
tries, some friendly, and some hostile. The 


dangerous adventure necessitated distin- 
guishing badges, banners and coats of arms. 
In those early times, when nearly all were 
unable to read or write their own languages 
or to understand any foreign tongue, a dis- 
tinctive mark was the best means of com- 
munication. The form of a cross, bar, 
Inzenge or circle, done in a particular 
colour, might come to be understood as the 
indication of a common interest. In all 
such devices there was the need for clear 
definition. The colours used were few but 
clearly defined. 

When individual marks were not sufficient 
the representation of some natural object 
was employed. One great man might adopt 
as his mark the figure of a lion or of a 
hoar. The painter of such a sign would 
probably have only the vaguest idea of what 
a lion really was, and could not have seen 
a specimen. He was mainly concerned to 
paint something that could not be anything 
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but a lion, far as his production was from 
anything that could-ever have lived. 

In modern heraldry, said the speaker, g 
fanciful attempt was made to establish con. 
nections with the work of those primitive 
times, and to emulate the peculiarities that 
had been perpetuated through the centuries 
by succeeding generations in ancient fami. 
lies and civic establishments. For true 
heraldry of to-day, there was much less 
need of symbolism, and greater use was 
made of the written word. Unconsciously, 
and without mental effort, we accepted 
direction boards as our guide in our way 
through the streets, and in facing road- 
crossing dangers in London, that would have 
appalled the stoutest-hearted Crusader, We 
adopted trade marks and trade names just 
as ancient warriors indicated their identity, 
and in that way we actually practised the 
same art. 

In the designing of all such appliances 
the principles of ancient heraldry would be 
found a very useful guide. Unmistakable 
delineation and correct selection of colours 
were essential elements in these forms of 
publicity. 


HOME OFFICE ORDER ON SILICOSIS 


Tue following notes, drafted by Mr. 
W. T. Creswell, Hon. A.R.1.B.A., at the re- 
quest of the R.I.B.A. Science Standing Com- 
mittee are quoted from the current issue of 
the #.I.B.A. Journal :—

The Various Industries (Silicosis) Scheme 
of workmen’s compensation came into force 
on February 16, 1929, and is applicable to 
all workmen engaged in certain processes 
(which are enumerated in Section 2 of the 
order as appended hereto) on or after 
January 1, 1929. 

The order provides for payment by em- 
ployers of compensation in cases of death cr 
total disablement from work, due to silicosis, 
or silicosis accompanied by tuberculosis, on 
the same basis as that of the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Act, 1925. 

The full extent of the possible application 
of the order is not yet appreciated, and 
although Insurance Offices were quick to cir- 
culate amongst their insurers the require 
ments of the order, pointing out that the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act Policies in 
force do not provide for this additional lia- 
bility, it 1s understood that there have so 
far been few applications for existing policies 
to be extended so as definitely to include in- 
surance against the employers’ risks which 
the order creates: especially have employers 
in the building trades remained quiescent in 
this regard. This is possibly due to scarcity 
of information abont the precise scope of the 
order, and to that of fixing the amount of 
the extra premium payable, since each case 
has to be consid on its merits. In the 
few cases where employers have made in- 
quiries, the premiums quoted appear to be 
somewhat high; they are, of course, based on 
a conside:ation of the probable risk, and the 
total amount of earnings of those employed 
under the insurer who might run any risk 
of contracting the complaints in question. 

The insurance offices ap to have, so 
far, merely invited the employers’ considera- 
tion of the desirability of effecting insurance. 
It is for each employer to determine indi- 
vidually whether he runs these risks; the in- 
surance offices will not themselves act as his 
advisers. Probably the only fount of authori- 
tative information on the point is the Home 
Office itself. Nevertheless, Section 2 of the 
order does not appear to leave doubt in the 
matter—and certainly Subsections (iii) to (vi) 
of Section 2, in that they do not particularise 
any special trades, must be understood to 
refer to all trades where these processes are 
carried out, and therefore to the building 
trade with others so correlated. The work- 
men obviously concerned are such as stone- 


masons and flint workers, bricklayers and 
their labourers, concreters, and maybe plas- 
terers. Hence building contracts from now 
onwards should provide for these risks and 
that they be covered by the contractor. 

Section 2 of the above Scheme reads as 
follows :— 

2. Commencement and Application of 
Scheme.—This Scheme shall come into force 
on February 1, 1929, and shall apply to all 
workmen employed at any time on or after 
January 1, 1929, in any of the following pro- 
cesses :— 

(i) Mining or quarrying of silica rock. For 
the purposes of this Scheme silica rock in- 
cludes quartz, quartzite, ganister, sandstone, 
gristone ani chert, Iut does not include 
natural sand or rotten rock, or any rock con- 
taining less than 50 per cent. free silica; 

(ii) berry and blasting in silica rock in 
or incidental to the mining or quarrying of 
other minerals ; . — 

(iii) Sawing, planing, dressing, shaping, 
cutting or carving of silica rock ; 

(iv) Breaking, crushing, grinding, sieving, 
mixing or packing of silica rock or of dried 
quartzose sand or any dry deposit or dry 
residue of silica or any admixture containing 
such materials; or any process ancillary 
thereto; 

(v) Handling or moving of silica rock, or 
of dried quartzose sand or any dry deposit or

in Bush v. Whitehaven Port and Town 
Trustees (1888), 52, J.P. 392, the plaintiff 
contracted in June to Jay pipes. The defen- 
dants failed to give possession of the sites 
to enable him to proceed with the construc- 
tion of the works and the work was thereby 
thrown into the winter months. It was held 
a summer contract was (by implication) in 
the minds of the parties when the contract 
was made, and that the plaintiff was entitled 
to a yuantum meruit, or damages in respect 
of the increased expenditure which he had 
incurred by having to work under winter 
conditions. ; 

The architect is not bound to give an 
extension at the request of the contractor, 
nor is the contractor bound to accept any «rT 
all of the extension granted by the architect 
in lieu of damages. (See Roberts v, Bury 
Commissioners (1870), L.R. 5 C.P. 310.) 

In general, an architect is not entitled 
himself to determine whether any delay in 
ompletion is due to his own obstruction or 
hat of the employer unless the contract 
stipulates that he shall be entitled to do so.

GARAGES WITH DWELLING-HOUSES. 


We have received a copy of the fifth 
series of representations made to the 
Minister of Health by the Central Valua- 
tion Committee.* A resolution of special 
interest to our readers relates to garages 
within the curtilage of dwelling-houses. 

This committee recommends that the fol- 
lowing working rules be generally adopted 
by the authorities concerned :— 

(1) Where a garage is in the same curti- 
lage as a house and is occupied by the per- 
son who occupies the house, the house should 
normally be assessed so as to include the 
value properly attributable to the garage. 

(2) Where a garage—though within the 
same curtilage as a house and whether 
attached thereto or not—is actually let to 
a person other than the occupier of the 
house, the garage should normally be as- 
sessed as a separate hereditament, unless it 
is obvious to the Rating Authority (or is 
subsequently made to appear to the Assess- 
ment Committee, on a proposal by the inter- 
ested party) that the occupation of it is not 
a separate beneficial occupation. Evidence 
of such beneficial occupation would be af- 
forded, for example, by the ability of the 
occupier of the garage, without the assist- 
ance or permission of the occupier of the 
house or his servants, to approach (whether 
by separate or common access to the 
premises) and enter the garage at all reason- 
able times and by the fact that the garage 
was reasonably self-contained for the pur- 
poses of a garage; where there is clearly no 
separate beneficial occupation by the occupier 
of the garage, the latter should continue to 
be assessed together with the house. 

(3) Where a house and garage are within 
the same curtilage and the garage is not 
beneficially occupied by any person but the 
house is so occupied, the house: and the 
garage should normally be assessed in one 
figure. 

(4) Where a house and garage are within 
the same curtilage and the house is not 
beneficially occupied by any person but the 
garage is so occupied, rating authorities 
should normally proceed upon the view that 
the garage should be assessed separately. 
Care should, however, be taken to ensure 
that, while this view is being given effect 
to, there is, in fact, no beneficial occupation 
of any part of the house or its appurte- 
nances (except in so far as the occupation 
of such part directly subserves the purposes 
of the garage) by the occupier of the garage. 
General. 

(5) Where the garage is, in’ pursuance of 
the foregoing provisions of this resolution, 
assessed together with the house in one 
figure, the garage will be merely an element 
in the value of the whole premises within 
the curtilage, and the value to be ascer- 
tained is the annual value of the premises, 
with all its appurtenances (including the 
garage) to a tenant prepared to take a 
tenancy of the whole premises. 

(6) Where the garage is, in pursuance of 
the foregoing provisions of this resolution, 
assessed separately from the house, the 
rating authority have to determine :— 

(i) what is the annual value of the house 
without the amenities of the garage, 
and 

(ii) what is the annual value of the garage 
to a tenant prepared to take a ten- 
ancy of the garage by itself. 

It does not by any means follow that the 
sum of the two values ascertained under (i) 
and (ii) of this paragraph will be the same 
as the value ascertained under paragraph 
(5) of this resolution.

An Architect’s Estate.

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THE TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTE 


Mr. E. Willis (President) took the chair at 
the 15th annual meeting of this Institute held 
at Caxton House, Westminster, on June 28, 
when the balance sheet was presented by Mr. 
G. L. Pepler (hon. secretary and treasurer) 
and adopted. The Council was re-elected 
with the exception of Messrs. W. T. Lan- 
cashire and F. M. Elgood, who retired. Mr. 
Roseveare (borough engineer, Eastbourne) was 
added to the Council. Votes of thanks were 
passed to the President, Council, the hon. 
secretary and treasurer, the librarian, the 
editor of the Journal, and Mr. H. R. Potter 
(secretary). 

The President reviewed ‘the work of the 
session, and said it had been arran ed that 
the papers read should, as far as = le, deal 
with the subject of transport. In this con 
nection he called attention to the fact that 
the diagrams given in_ the memorandum 
issued by the Ministry of Transport on the 
priority ‘of traffic at cross roads had been 
worked out by the Institute, and this had 
been acknowledged by the Ministry. Thirty- 
seven new members had been elected. Eleven 
candidates sat at the examinations for asso- 
ciate membership, and five passed, including 
one lady. For the July examination there 
were fourteen candidates, and in addition a 
special examination had been —e for 
November for members of the South Eastern 
Society of Architects, who had organised a 
special course of study for their candidates. 

Preparation of a Statutory Joint Town 

Planning Scheme. 

Mr. R. Bruce had prepared a paper on the 
above subject, which, in_ his unavoidable 
absence, was read by Mr. G. L. Pepler. In 
the course of the paper, Mr. Bruce said 
the procedure as laid down by the Ministry 
of Health Regulations in respect to a 
scheme for the area of one local authority 
only, also applied to a joint scheme, 
that was, a scheme in respect to the districts 
of two or more local authorities combined for 
this particular purpose. The task of bringing 
into harmony the interminable interests in 
volved, such as those of property owners and 
occupiers, ratepayers’ associations, indus- 
trialists, the district council, the county 
council and the many learned societies, and 
at the same time to keep within the bounds 
of the regulations of the Ministry of Health, 
and which required so much patience and pet 
severance whilst preparing a scheme for one 
district only, applied also to a joint scheme, 
but to a greater degree, and was not always 
so simple as it appeared. In the evolution of 
town planning the new phase upon which 
they had entered was demonstrated by the 
way in which the parochial aspect was giving 
place to regional thinking. ‘There was a real 
approach to a form of regional administra- 
tion which comprehended a number of 
matters appertaining to the well-being of 
districts generally, and not restricted to town 
planning as they practised it to-day. There 
still existed much confusion between the func- 
tions of advisory committees and those of 
statutory or executive committees. It should 
be made quite clear that the former were 
purely advisory, and the committees had no 
powers of control or of enforcing their recom- 
mendations in any way, whilst the latter were 
constituted under the Town Planning Act, 
and might be invested with all town planning 
powers of control in respect to all matters for 
which provision was made. The real spirit of 
all regional planning was, first and last, co- 
operation, and it was because of this that so 
many local authorities had been willing to 
join advisory committees. It was true that 
these advisory committees must, in order to 
put into effect their recommendations, 
ultimately resolve, by some form, to take 
executive powers, but when the time for this 
change had arrived each constituent local 
authority had established its position and any 
fears which might have been present at an 
earlier stage had largely disappeared. 

The number of local authorities constituting 
a joint committee must necessarily vary 


according to the particular circumstances and 
might consist of two, or any greater number 
without limitation, as might be thought de- 
sirable. Where a community of interests 
existed there should be no difficulty in de 
ciding upon the most suitable area. A 
statutory joint committee was set up under 
Section 2 of the Town Planning Act, 1925, it 
being provided that ‘‘ Where any local 
authorities are desirous of acting jointly in 
the preparation or adoption of a town plan 
ning scheme, they may concur in appointing 
out pf their respective bodies a joint com 
mittee for the purpose, and in conferring with 
or without .restrictions on any such committee 
any powers which the appointing councils 
might exercise for the purpose, and the pro- 
visions of Sections 57 and 58 of the Loval 
Government Act, 1894, in regard to joint 
committees, shall, with the necessary modifi- 
cations, apply to any joint committee so 
~ ointed.”’ The wording of the Section 
allowed a joint committee to possess a wide 
range of functions, and the extent to which 
this was put into operation depended very 
largely upon the abiding contiiuate which 
might characterise the constituent bodies. It 
was permissible for a joint committee to 
possess complete executive town planning 
powers and to become the _ responsible 
authority, but this required the delegation by 
each of the constituent authorities of all the 
powers obtained by virtue of having passed a 
resolution deciding to prepare a scheme under 
the Town Planning Act. 

Whether such regional control was in all 
cases desirable, and whether the country was 
ready for such a revolutionary measure was 
perhaps questionable, and if precipitated 
might do much harm. A joint committee 
could not function satisfactorily unless there 
existed between the constituent bodies that 
harmony and equanimity essential to any 
form of co-operation. It might be said that 
the local authorities themselves formed the 
joint committee, and any action taken in 
delegating their powers to the joint com- 
mittee, they alone were responsible for and 
should under the circumstances abide by any 
decisions which the committee might arrive 
at. At the same time, some local authorities, 
possessing unlimited confidence in their neigh- 
bours, or acting under advice from those wlio 
might be imbued by too much ambition, 
might not always, perhaps, appreciate to the 
full the nature of the powers they were dele- 
gating, until some point arose which brought 
the matter forcibly before them. 

To what extent the constituent authorities 
should delegate their powers to the statutory 
joint committee must be a matter of careful 
consideration, it being always borne in mind 
that to restrict the functions of the Joint 
Committee might seriously hamper its use- 
fulness and very largely destroy the purpose 
which they really had in view. As regards 
the statutory joint committees which had 
already been established in the country, it 
appeared that the general practice had been 
for each constituent body, by resolution in 
council, to delegate to the joint committee its 
town planning powers so far as the prepara- 
tion of the scheme was concerned, and until 
the joint scheme had received the approval 
of the Minister of Health; that was to say, 
during the preparation of the joint scheme for 
the whole region through all the stages and 
until the functions of the joint committee 
ceased, and each local authority became the 
responsible authority for its own area. In 
some cases definite agreements were entered 
into between the constituent authorities de- 
tailing to some extent the functions of the 
committee. In other cases there was no 
specific agreement—-the necessary powers to 
prepare a scheme were ontuved, and it was 
left (as well it might be) to the good sense 
of the committee to prepare the scheme in a 
sensible way. In some instances the duties of 
the joint committee ceased when the pre- 
liminary statement was approved; each local 
authority proceeding with the preparation of 
the draft scheme and final scheme, and filling 
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in the details in respect to its own particular 
area. The constitution of a joint commitiee 
might vary, but it was usual for each con- 
stituent authority to appoint two or three 
representatives as might be agreed upon. It 
was also customary for the clerks and surveyors 
of the respective authorities to attend meet. 
ings in an advisory capacity only, the voting 
being entirely in the hands of the represe:.ta- 
tives. A secretary to the committee as 
appointed, and as his share of the work ned 
not be very heavy, the clerk to one of ‘he 
constituent authorities was usually willing to 
accept the office. 

The actual work of preparing the jcint 
scheme might be one of two methods :— (1) 
An independent town planner who undert.ok 
the whole of the work. (2) A staff of tech. 
nical and clerical assistants engaged by che 
committee and controlled respectively by the 
surveyor and clerk to one of the authorities, 
If the constituent councils had delegated their 
town planning powers to the joint commitiee, 
the committee could itself pass one resolution 
for the whole, deciding to prepare a town 
planning scheme. If several of the consti- 
tuent authorities had already previously passed 
resolutions deciding to prepare schemes, it 
might be simpler for all to do the same, 
before delegating their powers to the jcint 
committee. This would enable the joint com- 
mittee, when formed, to proceed forthwith 
with the <=. of the preliminary state 
ment and Map No. 2 covering the whole 
regional area, in accordance with the regula- 
tions of the Minister of Health. 

Having described the work involved in 
formulating preliminary proposals, the |ec- 
turer said with regard to the form in which 
the preliminary statement was prepared, this 
required a little thought, as it was necessary 
to bear in mind that although the proposals 
affected the region as a whole, they must 
ultimately, in the main, be separated in the 
final scheme Further, the proposals in 
respect to each council’s area were submitted 
to the respective councils for approval befcre 
the complete preliminary statement was 
adopted by the joint committee. The method 
he adopted, and one which appeared to be the 
most convenient and satisfactory, was to pre- 
pare the prelimmmary statement in sections 
under the several headings—Roads, Buildings, 
Open Spaces, and so on, a section being de- 
voted to tlhe proposals for each of the 
respective districts. As regarded rural areas, 
it had been found most convenient to place 
the proposals for each parish or groups of 
parishes into separste sections. Of course, 
where similar proposals applied to ll 
authorities, separate sections were not neces- 
sary. Before the adoption of the scheme by 
the joint committee the usual advertisements 
were inserted in newspapers circulated in all 
the districts, and any objections and repre- 
sentations were sent to the secretary to the 
joint committee. One Ministry of Health in- 
quiry was held respecting the whole region, 
and not separate inquiries for each district. 

This brought them to Stage No, 3, the 
preparation of the draft scheme and map No. 
&. At this stage one must prepare for the 
final scheme and the handing over, as it were, 
of the sections to the respective constituent 
authorities. The most convenient method, 
again, was to prepare the necessary clauses 
as for one scheme, and where proposals 
affected by a particular clause varied in 
respect to several districts, such proposals 
could be placed sectionally, as in the pre- 
liminary statement. The chief bugbear at 
this stage was the regulation requiring the 
compilation of a register of ownerships, and 
the service of notices on each individual 
owner and lessee, the removal of which regu- 
lation was a consummation devoutly to be 
wished. : 

One of the most important matters to be 
considered by a joint committee at ‘his 
stage was that concerning the question of 
‘responsible authorities.”’ When a local 
authority prepared a statutory scheme respect 
ing its own area, that authority became the 
responsible authority for enforcing the sch: me, 
and in a jomt scheme each constituent local 
authority became the responsible authority in 
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respect to its own section thereof. This did 
not however imply that each local authority 
must be exclusively responsible for the pro- 
posals affecting its own district. 






In the country up to the present there have 
been set up statutory joint committees, 
comprising 143 local authorities and in respect 
to a total area of 1,555,176 acres. 


Mr. C. L. des Forges (Town Clerk, Rother- 
ham) explained the procedure which had been 
adopted in his area in connection with the 
formation first of a Joint Advisory Com- 
mittee, and afterwards of a Joint Statutory 
Committee. He was quite satisfied as to the 
great good which would result from forming

ways. So far there did not appear to be 
troul and he strongly urged that these 
jint committees should be encouraged.

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IMPLIED GRANTS OF 
RIGHTS OF WAY 


A CONVEYANCING point of some import- 
ance to vendors of property was decided in 
the recent case Clark v. Barnes. (Weekly 
Notes, June 15). The facts of the case 
are somewhat complicated, but we think, 
to appreciate the point raised, they may be 
summarised as follows :—The plaintiff between 
the years 1920 and 1925 had purchased 
certain lands apparently to add them to 
lands already in his possession, and in 1920 
he had purchased a strip of land which 
connected two parcels numbered 652 and 653, 
not at that time in his possession, with a high 
road. This strip of land was conveyed to 
him subject to a right of way for horses 
and carts for the owner of parcels 652, 653 
and 634, there being at that time a tenant 
in occupation of those parcels. In 1925, 
he had purchased these three parcels at 
auction as lot 24, which was described as 
including the right of way for all purposes 
over the strip of land purchased by him in 
1920. This right of way had always been 
used by the tenant of the three parcels 
and the lot was conveyed together with 
that right of way, but the plaintiff by 
this purchase became the owner of both 
the dominant and servient tenements and 
thus the easement could be extinguished. 

This was the position when, in 1925, by 
an agreement dated September 15, the 
plaintiff agreed to sell parcels 652 and 653 
to the defendant, about 8 acres in all. No 
provision for the grant of the right of way 
was contained in this agreement, nor for 
the land thus purchased to be sold with any 
appurtenances. In the diraft conveyance 
submitted by the defendant’s solicitors the 
draft’ was so drawn as to convey the land 
together with the right of way, but the 
plaintiff's solicitors had struck out the grant 
of the right of way, stating also in a mar- 
ginal note: ‘‘ No mention is made in the 
contract of a right of way. The purchaser can 
obtain access from his own land *’; that was, 
access to the high road above mentioned. 
The defendant accepted this and the con- 
veyance as engrossed omitted the words 
granting a right of way. 

The defendant, however, alleged -that at 
the date of the conveyance to him and also 
at, the date of the purchase of the land 
in 1925 by the plaintiff the right of way 
existed and was at all material times 
appurtenant to the land sold to the de- 
fendant, and he claimed to exercise and did 
exercise the right of way over the track on 
the plaintiff’s land, lot 634. This was disputed 
by the plaintiff, and in these proceedings he 
sought a declaration that the defendant was 
not by virtue of the conveyance entitled 
to any right of way over his land and he 
also claimed rectification of the conveyance. 

The Court held that it was clear, so far 
as the contract was concerned, there was 
no express agreement to grant a right of 
way and consequently such a contract could 
only operate to pass such easements as were 
legally appurtenant to the land sold, but 
there were no such ‘easements, for the whole 
of the land was in the ownership of the 
plaintiff. There were, moreover, no express 
stipulations in the contract which would 
entitle the purchaser te have conveyed te 
him any nrivileges and advantages which 
were used by the vendor in connection with 
the land sold over other land adjoining his 
own which were not necessary for the en- 
joyment of the property. That, however, 
was the position only so far as the contract 
was concerned, but when the conveyance 
came to be considered then by section 62, 
subsection (1), of the Law of Property Act, 
1925, certain general words are to be im- 
plied jn every conveyance unless, under 
subsection (4), a contrary intention is ex- 
pressed in the conveyance, such _ general 
words comprising the conveyance of ‘‘ ways 

. easements rights and advantages what- 
soever appertaining or reputed to appertain 
to the land or any part thereof or at the 
time of the conveyance, demised, occupied 
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or enjoyed with, or reputed or known as 
= or parcel of or appurtenant to the 
and or any part thereof.’’ At the date of 
the conveyance, October 8, there was in 
fact no use of the track claimed by the 
defendant, as the tenant had given up 
possession on September 29, but on the 
evidence the Court felt constrained to find 
that the right to use the track was a right 
reputed to be .enjoyed with plots 652 and 
655 sold to the defendant, and as the con- 
veyance did not exclude the operation of 
section 62 of the Law of Property Act that 
right was conferred upon the purchaser, the 
defendant. Thus, so far as the conveyance 
itself was concerned, the plaintiff failed in 
the action, but there was the further question 
whether the plaintiff was entitled to get 
rectification of the conveyance, and this 
question depended upon whether there had 
been a mutual mistake between the parties. 
As stated above, the contract itself contained 
no provisions which would entitle the de- 
fendant to claim such a right of way, and 
the Court held that the question then was 
whether the conveyance entitled the plaintiff 
to have words inserted to limit the operation 
of section 62 of the Law of Property Act, 
and the Court said it was plain that if the 
ooint had been raised before the conveyance 
had been executed and the Court had then 
been asked to determine in what form the 
conveyance should be drawn, such a limita- 
tion would undoubtedly have been inserted, 
and on the evidence the Court came to the 
conclusion that the question of the right 
of way had been discussed between the parties 
and that it was understood between them 
that. there should be no right of way, 
and that the plaintiff was entitled to have 
the conveyance rectified by the insertion 
of proper words to prevent the implication 
of a right of way under section 62 of the 
Law of Property Act. 

From the decision in In re a Contract 
between Peck and the School Board for 
London (1893, 2 Ch. 315), it appears that 
to prevent the implication of the words ex- 
pressed in section 62, all that is necessary 
is to insert in the conveyance a proviso ex- 
cluding the operation of the section. There 
such a proviso was inserted in the con- 
veyance and appropriate words taken from 
the section to carry out the intention of 
the parties were inserted.

The Channel Tunnel. 

Replying to inquiries as to the Channel 
Tunnel scheme, Mr. J. H. Thomas, the Lord 
Privy Seal, said that the Channel Tunnel in- 
vestigations involved an examination of a large 
number of geological, engineering, economic, 
and other technical problems. He had taken 
immediate opportunity to consult the chair- 
man of the committee to ascertain the posi- 
tion and to urge an acceleration of the in- 
quiry having regard to its possible bearing 
on unemployment. He was pleased to say 
that the inquiry was well advanced, and 
that the committee hoped to submit a re- 

rt before the end of the year. There would 

no delay on the part of the Government 
in considering the report of the committee. 


Damage by Sparks from Vehicles. 

Lt.-Col. Acland-Troyte asked the Minister 
of Transport whether he was aware that 
many cases had occurred of houses and 
shops near main roads being destroyed by 
fire caused by sparks from passing engines; 
and whether he would issue an order making 
it compulsory for these engines to be fitted 
with spark-preventing devices. 

Mr. Morrison said that accidents caused 
by motor vehicles were not systematically 
reported to him, but he was, of course, 
aware that sparks emitted from road loco- 
motives might in some cases constitute a 
danger to property adjoining the roads. At 
resent he had not the power to require the 
Ftting of spark-preventing devices to all 
classes of steam vehicles, but the point 
would be borne in mind in _ connection 
with any legislation that might be intro- 
duced dealing with the regulation and con- 
trol of road vehicles generally. 


Limitations on Loans. 

Mr. Muggeridge asked what limitations, if 
any, were placed upon the advances to local 
authorities from the Public Works Loan 
Commissioners for the erection of houses to 
let under the Housing Acts and also for the 
purpose of making advances to prospective 
urchasers of houses under the Small Dwell- 
ings Acquisition Acts and the Housing Act, 
1925. 

Mr. Pethick-Lawrence said that there 
were no limitations except those necessary to 
secure that Government loans went to those 
authorities least able to borrow for them- 
selves. Loans might be made by the Public 
Works Loan Commissioners under the Hous- 
ing Acts to any local authority having a 
rateable value not exceeding £200,000 in 
England and Wales and £250,000 in Scot- 
land. Loans might be made to authorities, 
other than county councils, with a rateable 
value over these limits up to the equivalent 
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of half the gross sales of savings certificates 
in the area during the preceding twelve 
months. County councils might borrow a 
year in arrear for housing purposes up to 
the amount available in their area under the 
arrangement he had described relating to 
savings certificates, less the amount of the 
loans made to other authorities in the area. 
There were no limitations on loans under 
the Small Dwellings Acquisition Acts. 


Works of Art. 

Captain Cazalet asked the Prime Minister 
whether he contemplated introducing aby 
legislation which would prevent the sale or 
removal from this country of buildings, relics, 
or works of art which were of national and 
historic or artistic importance. 

Mr. MacDonald said that this was a matter 
which had frequently been considered in 
recent years. A Committee of the National 
Gallery Trustees reported on the subject in 
1913 (Ud. 7878, 1915) and recommended that 
such legislation was inadvisable But as re- 
garded buildings, certain powers of protec- 
tion and preservation were given to the Com- 
mpissioner of Works by the Ancient Monu- 
ments Consolidation and Amendment Act, 
1913; and, as regarded objects of national 
interest generally, the exemptions from 
estate, etc., duty granted by the Finance 
Acts, as summarised in section 44 of the 
Finance Act, 1921, were designed to secure 
a similar purpose. Successive Governments 
had alsu undertaken to provide funds, when 
necessary, towards the cost of purchasing for 
the National Gallery certain pictures of 
primary importanq>. The Cornaro Titian 
and the Wilton Diptych were recently pur. 
chased, with Government help, under this 
arrangement. He did not think that it was 
practicable or desirable to introduce further 
legislation on the subject at the present time, 
but he was keenly interested in this subject 
and always open to consider suggestions. 


Slum Areas. 


Commander Bellairs asked the Minister of 
Health how many buildings had been taken 
possession of since April, 1925, under the 
powers provided in Section 46 of the 1925 
Housing Act; ard, in view of the admitted 
confiscatory powers and repeated promises 
of remedial legislation, whether steps ‘wouid 
be taken to provide adequate compensation. 


Mr. Greenwood said that the total number 
of buildings, including those taken only for 
the purpose of making schemes efficient, 
which had been acquired by local authorities 
under Improvement or Reconstruction 
Schemes since April 1, 1925, was 9,423 on 
April 1 last. The question of further legis- 
lation to facilitate dealing with slum areas 
was receiving his consideration, but it must 
not be taken that he accepted Commander 
Bellairs’ description of the existing provi- 
sions, and obviously he was not Lound by any 
promises which might have been made in 
this matter by the previous Administration. 


Foreign Cement. 

Sir Robert Gower asked the Fresident of 
the Board of Trade whether he was aware 
that, while considerable quantities of foreign 
manufactured cement entered this country 
each month, a large nwnber of cement makers 
in Kent were without employment; and 
whether he had any proposals to make where- 
by work could be found for unemployed Eng- 
lish cement makers in their own trade. 

Mr. W. Graham said that imports of 
foreign cement were small compared with 
production and consumption in this country, 
and he understood that unemployment among 
cement workers was less than among in- 
sured workpeople generally. As regarded the 
last pait of the auestion, the Government's 
preliminary plans for dealing with unemploy 
ment had already been laid before the 
House. -

RECURRING DEFECTS: THEIR CAUSE, 
PREVENTION AND CURE.—II. 


By J. R. Taytor. 


Shrinkage. 

The more closely old-time constructional 
methods and details are examined the more 
clearly it is seen that the reason for the 
architect’s detailing was his fear of the ill- 
effects of shrinkage. It will be noted that 
his carpentry was carried out with the fewest 
possible number of nails, not, as may be 
thenght, on account of the cost of hand-made 
nails, but in order to allow movement that 
was inevitable to take place without causing 
unnecessary damage, and to provide means 
c{ counteracting it. For instance, pegs in 
half timber work were not put projecting for 
the sake of appearance; the holes receiving 
them were bored with a tapered augur while 
the work was tightly cramped up and the 
tapered pegs but Tightly driven so as to per- 
mi. a very slight degree of free play while 
the styling was swelling; after this swelling 
bai subsided, as the work again dried out 
the pegs were driven as tightly as possible 
with the object of pulling up the shoulders. 
This driving up of the pegs was repeated from 
time to time and was regarded as part of the 
ordinary maintenance work of the building. 
Projecting pegs were also freely resorted to in 
joinery work for the same reason, and evi- 
dences of it can be found in old church pews 
and similar work to-day. 


Pea 
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Now, ‘these old fellows worked mainly in the 
harder, close-grained timbers, and building 
work was not hurried; if they took such pre- 
cautions, how much more necessary is it that 
we in the rush of modern times, and working 
more open-grained timbers, should give even 
more attention to our detailing under this 
he 1d? 

Cracked Ceilings. 

In domestic construction, the effects of 
shrinkage in carcassing timbers become most 
noticeable in cracked plaster ceilings, and 
spaces between skirtings and floor boards. 
Short of painting the joists, I am afraid that 
small cracks in ceilings cannot be entirely 
irded against, but there is no reason why 
should make them very much worse by 
mitting the-use of carcassing timber taken 
ight from ship to job, as is so often the 
case to-day. They should also be sufficiently 
rigid te prevent damage to plaster through 
being springy. 

Gaps Between Skirting and Floor Boards. 

Che most general old-time method of guard. 
ing against the gap between skirting and 
floor board was to tongue the bottom of the 
skirting into a groove in the floor board. 
Apart from the great cost of labour to-day, 
which would prohibit it on account of the 
difficulty of grooving across grain, in posi 
tion, it has some demerits. The skirting is 
tself apt to swell and shrink, with the result 
that moisture enters the groove when the 
floors are washed. I suggest that the best 
method to use is to run a small fillet round 
the bottom as sketch (Fig. 1). This fillet 
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must on no account be nailed to the skirt- 
ing. Jt should not be fixed until just before 
the last coat of paint. It should be bedded 
in ed and white lead and nailed to the floor 
buards. Besides counteracting the gap which 
occurs through shrinkage of the joists, 1 
stops water from floor washing entering and 
ultimately setting up decay in the skirting. 
1: can of course also be used as a remedy te 
existing defects in old work. ‘ 


Fioor Boards. 

The specification generally calls for the 
floor boards to be. stacked on the site for a 
period previous to being laid. This is well 
enough in its way, but does not go far 
enough. ltt is a common practice.to lay the 
floor boards before plastering is started. 
They should be cut down but laid loosely on 
the joists face downwards until the penulti 
mate coat of plaster is to be applied, and in 
hrst-class work until the plastering is entirely 
finished and dried out. The specification, 
** punched, puttied and cleaned off at com- 
pietion,’’ is sometimes treated too lightly; 
even narrow floor boards show a tendency 
to curl up at the edge in spite of the tongue, 
with the result that aiter a while every floor 
beard can be counted through fair quality 
linoleum. The remedy is obvious. 


Defective Doors. 

‘The principal recurring defect in doors and 
frames is draught occasioned by frequent 
easing, loose frames and casings, and prema 
ture decay both in doors and frames. * A door 
should never require easing after it is once 
hung. The necessity is a confession of weak 
ness. Observation shows that doors most 
frequently bind at top rail or bottom rail 
ievel. This is due to the top and bottom 
edges not having been painted. General 
binding is set up because the backs of frames 
and casings have not been painted. Binding 
sometimes recurs during the whole life of the 
coor in damp weather, lack of proper pro- 
tection again being the cause. Greater care 
should be exercised as regards bedding and 
pointing external door frames. Mastic point- 
ing is much superior to cement pointing for 
this purpose. It is a good plan to plant a 
small stop bead on the frame to receive the 
mastic pointing, as sketch (Fig. 2). I prefer 
this mastic to be applied by the painter 
rather than by the bricklayer, but supervision 
is required to ensure its being well pushed 
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One of the most frequent repairs that the 
jobbing builder is called on to effect is 
the splicing of external door frame jambs. 
This is due to want of protection. The foot 
of the jamb where it meets the threshold 
is much exposed to attack from moisture. 
There is the ordinary rain beating on and 
running down the door and frame; the 
rain driven between jamb and reveal on 
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account of inadequate pointing, and the 
moisture left behind by the daily washing of 
the step. The Royal Engineers in charge 
of H.M. War Department recognise the great 
importance of this matter. ‘Their remedy 
is to shoe the jambs of all external door 
frames with a cast-iron box shoe, as sketch 
(Fig. 3). If architects could agree to restrict 
themselves to some two or three definite 
chamfers or mouldings on external door 
frames, these shoes could be standardised 
and cast in quantities and stocked. They 
would then become so cheap as to come 
into general use. Another defect in external 
doors is premature decay set up by, external * 
recessed panels. Moisture finds its way into 
the panel groove in the bottom rail. The 
remedy is obvious. 

I€ would not require much ingenuity to 
improve on the present method of depending 
on draught excluders to keep out wind and 
rain. I suggest that the step might be 
slightly weathered, that a shallow mat well 
be formed the exact width of the door and 
projecting slightly above the back edge of 
the step (Fig. 4). The mat would be thick 
enough to be rather higher than the frame, 
and the door might be hung on very slightly 
rising hinges, so as not to cause undue wear 
in passing over the mat. From time to 
time, as wear took place, the thickness of 
the mat could be restored by packing it up 
with lino or other packing. I would also 
add an angle iron to the bottom of the door. 
or better still, a channel iron.

WEAK BRIDGES. 


CIRCULAR TO HIGHWAY AUTHORITIES. 


The Minister of Transport has caused a 
circular to be issued to all highway authorities 
in Great Britain drawing attention to the pro- 
visions of the Brifges Act, 1929. The main 
provisions of this Act are designed to facili- 
tate the procedure for the reconstruction of 
weak bridges in private ownership—e.g., in 
the ownership of railway companies, canal 
companies, etc. Many of these bridges, as is 
well known, are not fitted to carry modern 
traffic, and the restrictions which their owners 
are authorised by law to impose on their use 
by heavy vehicles have caused considerable 
inconvenience and loss of trade and industry. 

In the circular the Minister expresses the 
hope that full advantage will be taken of the 
opportunity provided by the Act for the 
systematic improvement or reconstruction of 
the many weak or inadequate privately owned 
bridges on important roads, and states that in 
cases where a highway authority assumes an 
additional liahility in respect of the recon- 
struction or improvement of such a bridge, 
grants can be made from-the Road Fund in 
approved cases up to 75 per cent. of the net 
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cost falling on the highway authority— 
namely, the cost falling on the authority after 
the deduction of any, payments made by the 
owner of the bridge or other parties. 

The Minister draws special attention to*the 
opportunity which such work would afford for 
increasing the volume of employment, and 
states that he is sure that local authorities 
will have regard to this aspect of the matter.
